Tim assassination of the prime minis' 


ter of Spain, Senor Cauovaa del Caatillo, 
who waa shot aud killed by an Italian 
anarchist, whose name is believed to be 
Micbelo Argene Golli, at the baths of 
Santa Agueda yesterday afternoon, waa 
undoubtedly cold-blooded and premedi- 
tated. GolH watched for an opportunity 
to kill the Spanish statesman, and only 
fired when be bad no chance of missing. 
In fact, the assassin, wbo was arrested 
almost immediately after the premier 
fell dead tit tbe leet of hie wife, declared 
as much to the examining magistrate. 


Tho prime minister lingered for BO me 


time and passed away with tho cry: 
"Loan live Spain." 
Further details of tbe assassination 


show that Premier Cauovae del Castillo 
and wife were present yesterday at the 
culebnuion of masa iu the chapel at- 
inched to tlie baths. After mues the 
premier was rutidintf nnd conversing 
with some reporter*] when the assassin 
approached and lircd three shots at him 
with hia revolver, hitting him in the 
forulifiul, the cheat and the left ear. 


Tho wounded man fell to the urouuil 


crying, "Assassin, lo»n live Spain.1' 
The premier was curried to his room and 
expired :it 1:^0 p.m., niter extrome 
unction Imd been Administered by a 
price t of tho dominican ordur. 


The murderer waa immediately eoiy.ed 


by peoplo in the vicinity, and must have 
been killed had it not b»en for the pro- 
tection of tbe civil guards. 


Tlio prisoner, who declared lie had 


hilltd tlio premier "in tho uccompliBh- 
mi',:it of a jiiat vene«anoo," gave tho 
name of Uinaldi, and claimed that the 
deed was tho outcome nf uu extensive 
anarchist coimpiracy. Later, however, 
the ntisasain coufeeGOil that hie real iiamu 
ia Miclielo Annelino liolli, that lie iB 2(3 
years old, a native of Bogie t, near Na- 
ples, and thnt ho left Italy and cama to 
Spain iu 18i)(i. After reaching Spain 
Golli, according to his confession, re- 
elded at Barcelona and participated in 
tbo iloinita of various anarchist societies 
in that place and vicinity. Altm- ao- 
journiiiK ut Barcelona for some time 
Golli visited France and Belgium aud 
returned to Spain In July last.

extraordinary powar 
of imprisoning 


men without triai, we may believe that 
eocb ia the caeo, with a mental reserva- 
tion in tho form of a belief or trust that 
a higher court will reverse the decision. 
In brief, we will not believe that this ia 
the law until we are compelled to do eo. 


And, whatever the law in ay be held 


to ba, no such extreme power should lie 
in tbe Lamia of any notary public. It 
ia doubtful if any American citizen 
should at any time or under any cir- 
cumstances be deprived of hia freedom 
without a trial, bat if it be conceded 
that euch a power may sometimes be 
essential to uphold the dignity of courts, 
it is very certain that the dignity of 
notaries public needs, and should have, 
no such support. If such a power must 
be exercised by anybody it should he 
only by the wiaeet and most discreet of 
men, aud there is no sort of guarantee 
that 
notaries 
public 
belonc within 


this class. The average notary is a very 
average man indeed, and he should nc 
more possess tho arbitrary powei 
imprisonment than abould tbe average 
merchant, farmer or mechanic. 


If it bi contended iu the cape nude; 


consideration that the notary waa a 
representative of tbe court, the ans 
is apparent: So ia the clerk, the bailif 
and every attorney-at-lftw. Would any 
body contend that thnao latter gentle- 
men have the power to imprison with' 
out trial anybody who holds them in 
contempt? Certainly not. To 
representative of a court is not necessa 
rtly to poaeesa tbe power ot imprisoning 
More than that, a power of eo grave im- 
portance to the interests of mankind 
moet be erpreealy Riven if it exists a 
all.

Francisco had the right to imprison 
Messrs. Lawrence and Williams, he 
must have derived it expressly from 
some statute. We imagine that it wil 
puzzle him to find the statute.

Johnson wae Heen at tho jail yoeter- 


day afternoon by a IlitruiiucAN reporter 
and be positively denied any knowledge 
if the atrocious murder.

Ho could easily establish the 
net, he averred, that he arrived in 
Fresno on Friday evening and was at 
iia father's homo at Cnruthera when 
the aaaaaaination took place the next 
morn iii;r.

But there are others 
who are not HO happily circumstanced, 
who ouuuot afford to spucnlute when a 
fair and living price iu offered. Theao 
Bbould sell for ttm heat c.aeh liuum they 
can i;et, at or above the minimum prico 
urniid by tho Farmcjrd' Club.

portion of the coming vintage 111111111- 
JialcJy in the KiiBtern markot at fair 
lifttirea to the grower, und tliHenrlydn- 
nuuidu of thonuukc>t will be mot ut good 
linuioo to tho purchasing pucker.

Hhould all hold for the highest price 


it ia plain thuttho market would,sooner 
jr later, ha demoralized aud would 
finally result in tho entire crop being 
dumped upon tho market atone tima, 
and at disaatroun prices. The demands 
of trade muat be reasonably met—iiucl 
promptly—and, with the present short 
crop and other favorable conditions for 
H fair price, ft proper attention to die- 
;rihiition of the crop, both aa to the 
:irne of aales and tho demands of the 
aevernl Eastern selling centers, will 
maintain rates throughout the Reason. 


It is, therefore, plain and eliould he 


fully understood from tlie etart that, 
while the Farmera'Olub, to tho beat of 
ita ability, will endeavor to secure ami 
maintain fair pricew, it does not mean 
Lo induce (-rowera to speculate on their 
•nieinfi. Oa the contrary, in mont cases 
,t ia u very unwiEsand injucliciouGConrso 
lor growers to pursue, and generally 
cnda diaaatroualy. When ynu get what 
you consider n fair living price—sell; es- 
pecially if you are in debt or rccjuire ad- 
vances in order to harvest tha vintage. 
But if you will not heed the advice of 
the Farmers' Club, and decline to take 
advantage of its effort to secure and 
maintain fair prices for the grower—ii, 
n the (ace of all thetc facts and en cues- 
^ione.you unwiaely persist in Bpecnlat- 
,og on tbe price of your raiolna, and 
should lose by ao doing, do not lay tho 
blame to tho club. 


The advice of tbe ciuh, if I understand 


it aright, is. "Do not sell for It-as than 3 
cents in the sweat box, and do not fipee- 
ulato unless you can afford to loae."
